Agency's reply, but it is an accurate statement.) I promised to call 
and advise her the date the letter is sent. 
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4, (Unclassified - RJK) LIAISON Based upon guidance from : 
George L. Cary, Legislative Counsel, | Congressional STAT 
Support Office, I called Philip Hughes, Congressional Budget Office, in 
connection with his request for a briefing on NATO Allies Weapons Systems. 
I told him that if his supervisor would submit a request for the briefing 


{ to us in writing, I thought we would be able to proceed with it. Hughes 
agreed to do so, 
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
